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This week our muckraking microscope aims south, 
to Dallas, Texas, home of what -- in the glory years -- was called 
“America’s Team” — the Dallas Cowboys. We squint closely; 

| aform appears. Our lens brings into focus — yikes — the scariest 
example kids could possibly have for how to be a decent human 
being today: it’s Jimmy Johnson, the Cowboys’ coach. I know 
I could be shot for saying that — by patriots who don’t believe 
the Bill of Rights applies when it comes to football. 

But check out this background on our subject: when Jimmy Johnson was 
named the Cowboys’ coach in 1989, one of the first things he did was tell his wife of 
twenty-some years he was divorcing her -- “Thanks for supporting me in the lean years, 
Honey; now kiss off!” Johnson has two sons; he doesn’t know either of their birthdays. 
Sports Illustrated quotes this paragon of family values thusly, “‘I’m doing what I want 
to do’ he says, meaning coaching football, drinking beer, eating ribs, and living alone 
in a big house.... ‘At least I’m not criticized for being phony. I’m just selfish.” 

So, does Mr. Selfish have any family ties? You bet. One of his sons tells a 
reporter, “Any special occasion we go get about a hundred dollars of Tony Roma’s 
[barbecue] ribs, and everybody eats until they’re sick.” Yum. Don’t get the guy wrong, 
though; he’s quick toshare with non-family members, too. After a December, 1992 loss 
to the Redskins, he called the team together for what SI described as ‘“‘an ugly scene, 
with Johnson downing about 10 quick Heinekens, then loudly insulting some of the 
Cowboy reserves.” Talk about your good times. 

Here’s a final passage about the Sean Penn of professional sport. Again, SI: 
“He bases his entire existence on winning. If he wins, he believes he can do or say 
whatever he feels.... Johnson admits that he neglected his now ex-wife and sons while 
he rose through the coaching profession. He proudly admits that he has only a few 
friends — and those he has, he says, live with his moods or they find another friend.” 

Does anybody besides me think this guy’s priorities are majorly out of whack? 
If so, are they just afraid to say so? Because I don’t see anybody else mentioning that 
this guy is not the kind of person we want our kids to admire, even if he knows how to 
coach football. Football — I shouldn’t have to remind anybody — ain’t the game of 
life. Despite what Jimmy Johnson thinks, the rules are different. He may get fabulous 
grades as acoach, but in life, this guy gets a D, barely. Yet every weekend we get the 
same TV hype -- “America’s Team is back, and Jimmy Johnson is at the helm.” 

I’m reminded of the late Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, Earl Warren. 
During the Cuban missile crisis, when lots of people thought the bombs were gonna fly 
big time, Warren was witha bunch of people being briefed about the special elite mega- 
secret underground shelters that’d protect all the big shots from The Big One. When 
told that nine slots had been allocated for the nine Courtmembers, Warren asked, “What 
about our wives?” “No room for wives,” came the answer. “Well, then, said the great 
man, “it looks like you’ve got one extra slot, because I won’t be using mine.” 

Is this too heavy-handed a analogy? Tough noogies. Because if Jimmy 
Johnson is indeed the coach of American’s Team, America is in deep doo-doo.

Avian Escort 


A flock of naive Canadian 
geese left a captive breed- 

ing site in southern Ontario 
with an airborne human guide to 
help them learn how to get to winter 
nesting grounds in Virginia. Pilot Bill 
Lishman hand-raised the geese for 
this flight, exposing them regularly 
to his ultralight aircraft. The “imprint- 
ing” process made the geese 
believe he and the plane were their 
parents. “They love flying with the 
plane because they can get a free 
flight part of the time (from the 
updrafts),” Lishman bragged. If the 
experimental flight works with the 
plentiful geese, Lishman hopes it 
can be used to save endangered 
species such as whooping cranes. 
There are sofewcranes left that they 
are hatched in captivity and do not 
learn from their parents where to fly 
within warmer climates.

October Blazes 

Hot Santa Ana winds whip- 
PY ping through mountain 

passes in Southern Cali- 
fornia fanned wildfires into confla- 
grations which damaged or 
destroyed hundreds of homes and 
sent thousands of residents fleeing 
to safety. Acycle of winter floods and 
summer heat left abundant, tinder- 
dry vegetation available to feed the 
blazes. The fires were so powerful 
that they created ‘fire devils,” — 
eerie tornadoes of smoke and 
flames that spread the front lines of 
the disaster at a frightening pace. 

A late October heat wave in the 
Middle East is blamed for several 
forest fires in Lebanon and Syria. 
Large tracts of precious Lebanese 
cedar trees were destroyed. 

The hottest October weather 
since 1921 across the southern 
Ukraine sparked grass-and-forest 
fires around the coastal resort of 
Yalta. Officials urged citizens to dig 
trenches around the city to prevent 
the fire from reaching their homes. 


Gulf War Legacy 


Oil-well fires set by retreat- 
a= ing Iraqis during the Gulf 
War left a layer of plant- 


_ choking soot that has spread over 


almost a third of the country. Much 
of the affected area is coated with 
what scientists call “tarcrete” — oil 
vapor from burning wells mixed with 
soot and sand that hardened into a 
four-inch-thick covering. ‘This is the 
first time in history that something 
like this has happened on this 
scale,” said Farouk El-Baz, director 
of the Center for Remote Sensing at 
Boston University, in an address to 
the Geological Society of America. 
The substance kills all vegetation 
and releases sand and dust, which 
in turn form sand dunes. “The real 
dangeristhe mobilization of sandon 
the desert’s surface, where dunes 
have already formed in less than a 
year and continue to threaten roads 
and farms,” El-Baz warned.

Guard Chickens 


Chickens have been sta- 
tioned in Australia’s tropi- 
cal north to warn of the 


invasion of mosquitoes carrying dis- 
eases such as dengue fever. Health 
officials announced that 80 birds, 
known as “sentinel hens,” were 
placed on the outskirts of Rock- 
hampton on the central Queensland 
coast. “We have four flocks of 20 
hens, one on the city’s northern bor- 
der, and they will take the frontal 
attack from the mosquitoes as they 
come into the city,” said Greg Merry, 
chief health officer with the city 
council. Three other flocks stationed 
to the east form a spearhead for the 
seaborne mosquitoes. Blood sam- 
ples from the hens, which contract 
the diseases after being bitten by the 
insects, are being checked regularly 
to detect the arrival of the 
mosquitoes.
